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REPORT.OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Members of the School Board: 
This report, for the year ending June 30, 1924, is the fifth annual 
report which I have had the honor of presenting to your Board. 


Organization 

Following a year’s absence from the work of the school room 
Mrs. Lillie G. Coburn returned in September to her position in the 
Mills school. This is a school of thirty -five pupils and includes 
practically all of the eight grades. In justice both to the teacher and 
to the pupils there should soon be some provision for the separation 
of the two upper grades. 

The North school with its twenty - eight pupils would have gained 
in efficiency by the combination of its seventh and eighth grades 
with the same grades taken from the other schools. 

Mrs. Mina C. Jordan brought to her work at the South school 
excellent normal school training and experience particularly with 
the upper grades.

There is a general improvement in the care of teeth. Correc:- 
tion of vision and hearing, and removal of tonsils and adenoids 
frequently determine the success of a child’s schuol life and later 
opportunities. The employment of a school nurse, if only for 
part time, is often of valuable assistance to the parents in secure 
ing the corrective treatments recommended by the examining 
physician. 


DI 
Instruction and Promotion. 


In addition to the regular work in arithmetic special drills have 
been yviven the four upper grades by the use of self-keyed number 
cards. These are productive of both speed and accuracy, and extend 
intensive drill in the processes of addition, subtraction, multiplica- 
tion and division as applied to integers, fractions and mixed num- 
bers. The interest and proficiency of many of the pupils in this 
work has been excellent. 

The New Aldine Series and the Winston readers have been 
added to the basal reading of the first four grades. 

Some progress has been made and much more can be gained 
through the use of the problem method of teaching hygiene, history 
civics and geography. Some excellent results were secured thrcevgh 
this type of work in the South school. The large number of lower 
grade pupils gave scant time for its application in the other two 
schools. 

Of the two pupils graduated from the eighth grade in June, with 
final averages of 80 and 81 per cent, Harold Hurd is attending high 
school in Warner and Howard Barker is employed in lumbering. 


Improved Equipment. 


Following the action of the District at its meeting last March. 
Extensive repairs have been made on the foundation of the school- 
house at the Mills. Also a partition extending to the ceiling reduc- 
es the cubic feet of heated space in the schoolroom Ly more than 
than one- fourth. While the reduction of floor space and the addi- 
tion of windows have increased the lighting facility three times. 
The unused space is of sufficient dimensions for an ample recitation 
room or for both manual training shop and domestic science kitchen. 
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More sanitary toilet equipment, particularly at the North 
schoolhouse, will soon demand attention. There is an excellent 
opportunity to install in this building a two-unit chemical toilet 
with doors opening directly from, or in close proximity to, the 
schoolroom. — 


Conclusion 


In conclusion | want to express my appreciation of the con- 
structive criticism and generous cooperation which have been 
characteristic of the school board, the parents and other citi- 
zens. I want particularly to commend to you the class room 
teachers who work with a purpose born of vision, the trans- 
portation drivers who brave and sometimes break the winter 
roads and last but not least the faithful janitors who keep com- 
fortable and tidy the physical environment of your schools.
